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From  the 

Rabbi's  Desk 

eddings  are  a  glimpse  into 
the  future,  and  a  celebration 
of  the  present.  The  Zohar ,  the 
great  book  of  Jewish  mysti¬ 
cism,  states:  “God  creates  new 
worlds  constantly.  In  what 
way?  By  causing  marriages  to  take  place.” 

My  fiance,  Jeremy  Posner,  and  I  are  very 
excited  about  our  upcoming  wedding.  We 

are  truly 
having  a 
wonder¬ 
ful  time 
preparing 
for  our 
ceremony. 
We  have 
enjoyed  the 
process  of  learning  together  and  gaining  a 
better  understanding  of  traditional  rituals 
and  customs,  while  at  the  same  time, 
adding  our  personal  preferences  to  the 
customs. 

During  the  summer,  while  we  were  in 
Israel,  we  were  able  to  commission  an 
artist  to  make  our  ketubah.  The  ketubah  is 
one  of  the  oldest  elements  of  a  Jewish 
wedding.  Dating  from  the  end  of  the  first 
century  C.E.,  the  ketubah  is  a  legal  con¬ 
tract.  It  is  signed  by  two  witnesses  who 
testify  that  the  groom  selected  the  bride 
and  agreed  to  support  her.  The  ketubah  is 
then  given  to  the  bride  as  a  guarantee  of 
her  rights  and  her  husbands  duties.  Our 
ketubah  will  contain  artwork  in  a  design 
created  by  the  artist  in  colors  that  we 
chose,  and  it  will  hang  on  our  wall  as  a 
sign  of  our  love  and  commitment  to  each 
other  and  to  the  Land  of  Israel. 

The  chuppah  is  a  canopy  supported  by 
four  poles.  It  symbolizes  the  home  that  we 
will  create  together.  The  bridal  canopy  is 
open  on  all  sides  so  that  visitors  know 
they  will  always  be  welcome.  Our 
chuppah  is  being  created  for  us  in  Sefat; 
we  also  met  with  the  artist  at  the  Canaan 
Talit  Factory  while  we  were  visiting  Israel 
during  the  summer. 

There  are  many  beautiful  traditions 
that  are  part  of  the  wedding  day.  One 
tradition  that  extends  the  celebration  is 


Sheva  B’rachot,  a  week  of  celebration 
following  the  wedding.  The  seven 
marriage  blessings  are  added  to  the 
birkat  hamazon ,  grace  after  meals,  every 
day  for  a  week  if  at  least  one  “new  face” 
is  present  to  share  our  simcha.  We  are 
looking  forward  to  celebrating  with 
students  in  the  Congregational  School, 
our  friends  from  the  various  arms  of  the 
congregation,  as  well  as  the  nursery 


school  in  the  week  following  our  wedding. 

We  would  like  to  invite  all  of  you 
(children  over  the  age  of  ten)  to  join  us  at 
our  chuppah,  which  will  begin  promptly 
at  5  o’clock  in  the  evening  on  November 
30th.  We  are  looking  forward  to  having 
the  community  join  us  in  celebration  of 
our  simcha !

At  both  our  Gan  and  A/ef  Opening  pro¬ 
grams,  attended  by  students  and  parents  and  celebrating  new  beginnings,  the 
students  began  their  study  of  Torah  by  pointing  to  its  first  letter,  bet. 


■  cherish  a  large  wall  calendar  1 
have  displayed  behind  my  desk  in 
my  office.  It  is  a  calendar  pub¬ 
lished  by  Beit  Hatfuztot,  The  Dias¬ 
pora  Museum,  located  on  the  cam¬ 
pus  of  Tel  Aviv  University.  In  the 
center  of  each  page  of  the  calendar  is  a 
hand-colored  sepia  photograph  of  chil¬ 
dren  in  a  Jewish  school  in  the  early  years 
of  the  last  century.  There  are  photos  of 
Jewish  children  in  European,  Asian  and 
North  African  communities,  as  well  as 
Eretz  Yisrael.  Each  page  has  a  pitgam 
(proverb  or  saying)  derived  from  Jewish 
sources  on  the  topic  of  children  and  Jew¬ 
ish  learning.  One  of  my  favorite  pages 
features  a  picture  of  students  and  their 
teacher  in  an  art  class  at  the  Gimnasiya 
Hertzeliya  in  a  very  young  Tel  Aviv.  The 
pitgam  beneath  the  photo  is  “Ya/e  Talmud 
Torah  im  derekh  eretz ”  (Pirkei  Avot), 
which  can  be  roughly  translated  as, 
“Excellent  is  the  study  of  Torah  in  combi¬ 
nation  with  some  worldly  pursuit.” 
Indeed,  many  of  the  photographs  in  the 
calendar  depict  Jewish  children  engaged 
in  the  arts,  or  learning  a  craft  or  trade. 


My  favorite  page,  and  the  calendar  as 
a  whole  for  that  matter,  is  emblematic 
of  some  of  the  major  themes  in  our  cur¬ 
riculum  this  year.  Each  class  in  the 
school  has  chosen  its  own  Hebrew 
pitgam  from  Jewish  sources  as  a  theme 
that  will  be  woven  through  their  stud- 


ur  7th  and  8th  grade  students 
are  taking  a  year-long  look  at 
the  role  of  tzedakah  in  our 
lives.  During  the  fall,  we  will 
meet  each  week  to  look  at 
social  issues  in  our  society 
and  what  Judaism  has  to  say  about  them. 
In  the  winter  and  spring,  we  will  take  our 
learning  out  of  the  classrooms  and  into 


ies  and  class  life  throughout  the  year. 
The  recitation  and  integration  of 
pitgamim  in  our  lives  are  a  tried  and 
true  ways  of  heightening  our  ethical 
and  moral  sensitivity.  In  addition,  our 
school,  like  those  of  yore  depicted  in  the 
calendars  photographs,  recognizes  the 
importance  of  making  the  arts  and 
learning,  through  physical  as  well  as 
intellectual  modalities,  a  central  com¬ 
ponent  of  our  program.  Our  students 
regularly  explore  Judaism  and  Jewish 
identity  through  studio  art,  music, 
Israeli  dance  and  drama.  The  Congrega¬ 
tional  School  is  not  only  about  learning 
Judaism,  but  also  about  living  it— and 
about  experiencing  it  to  its  fullest.
